On Chatham island, 
in the Gala- 
pagos group, jet-black cats live by the 
thousand in crevices of the lava near 
the coast, wild dogs exist in drove", 
wild chickens In flocks; and there are 
wild horses and wild asses that have 
acquired an intcres'lng habit, so we 
are told, of sitting upon their iiiiunch- 
es like rabbits. 


Most remarkable of all the animal 


life found on the Island when Darwin 
visited it weie the. great turtles, some 
of them weighing a much as 600 
pounds. They were the only survivors 
of an ancient race of giant turtles that 
was conspicuous in the early part of 
the Tertiary epoch. 
Unfortunately, 


only a few of them are now left, and 
before long, It is thought, the nice 
will be extinct. 


It is reckoned that no fewtr than 


10,000,000 ol these turtles liave been 
taken from the islands of tbe group 
dnee their discoveiy. Ships' crews 
have taken them for food ; the wild 
dogs have peisistenlly eaten the young 
ones, watching till the eggs hatched 
and then gobbling up the infant tor- 
toises | and a factory was at one time 
established for the purpose of making 
turtle oil. It is said to have turned 
out 3000 gallons a year. 
Although 


tbe turtles are not yet exterminated, 
here is a sad falling off from former 
days. The specimens now found are 
usually mere iufanU>, weighing only 
10 or 20 pounds. 
In the old days it 


took six or eight men to lift one 
turtle. The turtles live to a great age 
and are believed to continue growing 
as long as they live.

U. Dlxon, Commissioner of the State

sumption in tin human family comes 
from the liovlm race or cow. Harelv, 
If evci, do the tubercle bacilli nn.l 
their way into ilie milk from a con- 
sumptive cow unless she has tul>er<;u- 
losis of the milk glands; and in con- 
nection with tlds statement 1 have 
reason to belie* e that only about 2 LVi 
per cent, of tulicreulous cows ha\e 
such mamniap tuberculosis. If this 
be so, we should not allow our atten- 
tion to be dhuited from other and 
more fertile sources from which the 
tubercle bacilli may ilnd their way 
Into the milk 
For example: con- 


sider the probability that there may 
be a greater nomber of consumptive 
milkmaids or milkmen and attend- 
ants about a duiiy than of eows \titli 
tulicrculoiiH udders, since only » 2-o 
iier cent, of all consumptive cows arc 
III such condition, while nearly one- 
sevcnth of all human deaths occur 
from tuberculin-ls; mid then picture 
to yourselves an attendant, well ad- 
vanced in pulmonary consumption,

cx]>ectnrulioii iijion tlie hay, bedding, 
and all ulmlit tlie stables and dally, 
but even transfers tbo germs from bis 
unwashed hands dliec'ly to Die milk 
pail.

A Paradoxical Rivir. 


On the Africun shore, near the gulf 


of Aden and connecting tbe lake of 
Assal with the main ocean, may be 
found one of tbe most wonderful riv- 
ers In the world. This curiosity ^ooa 
not Bow to but from tlie ocean toward 
Inland. 
Tbe surface of Lake Assal 


Itself Is nearly TOO feet below tbe 
mean tide, and It Is fed by (his para- 
doxical river, wblcb is about twenty- 
two miles In length. 
1't Is highly prob- 


able that the whole basin wblcb the 
lagoon partly fills was once an arm 
of tbe sea wblcb became separated 
therefrom by the duning of loose sand. 
Tbe Inflowing river tans n limited vol- 
ume, being fullest, of course, at bigb 
tide, aud bas tilled the basin to sucb 
an extent that evaporation and supply 
exactly balance each otber.
